WHEREAS, 00. Septembex S, 2008, Governor Coxzine stgned Executive Order 114 which

requires the Council on Affordable Housing (COAH) and the New Jersey Highlands Council
(Highlands) to enter intO a Memoranduro of Understand1ng (MOO) designed to coordinate the
regulations of both agencu::s by maxim1zing affordable housing opportunitIes while preserving
canca! environmental resouxces; and

WHEREAS, COAH and the Highlands have prepared 5uch an MOU, which was adopted by
COAH on October 29, 2.008and by the Highlands Counal on October 30,2008; and

WHEREAS, conformance with the Highlands Regional Master Plan (plan Conformance)
req\W:cs reVIS10ns to mU01cipal and county master pls.ns and development regulations as applicable
to the development and u~e of land to align chem with the goMs, requirements, and provisions of the
Regional Ma:lter Plan; and

WHEREAS, COAH regulations establish a December 31, 2008 deadline for municipalities
currently under the Juriscliction of COAH to submit third round petinons for substantive
certificanon of a municipal housing elemem and fait:share plan; and

WHEREAS, the MOU establishes a procedure that municipalities under the jurisdiction of
both COAH and the New jersey Highlands Water Protection and Planning Act may follow to seek
an extensIon to the December 31, 2008 deadline sct by COAH for the submission of third round
petitions fot substamive ceuificarion of a municipal housing element and fair share plan; and

WHEREAS, the MOU provides for an ex.tension of the December 31, 2008 deadline to
December 8, 2009 for any H1g.hlands mU01cipaliry under COAH's jurisclictton that, before
Decemb~.. 31, 2008: 1) submits a duly adopted Notice of Intem to Petition in accordance with the
Highlands Council's Plan Conformance Guidelines; and 2) submits a duly adopted resolution
notifying COAH of It:!intent to petition COAH no later than December 8, 2009; and

WHEREAS) on I)mmber 16, 2008, the goveming body of I"tkpmdt"c8 Townshipadopted a
resolution norifying the Highlands that lndtpendenteTownshiphas set December8, 2009, as the target
date for sub.tm.5sionof a Petition for Plan Conformance.
